SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Feb. 13.—The most 
unique scheme that has come. un- 
der. the notice of the federal authort- 
ties has been revealed by tho arrest of 
Miss Elizabeth Kaburick, a pretty and 
petite brunette, student of the St. Joseph 
Academy Art School of Bloomington. 

Miss Kaburick’s victims were bachelors 
and widowers with an inclination to matri- 
mony, and as she employed the mails to 
bring them into her net, the kand of Uncle 
Sam has been laid upon her. 

Miss Kaburick was bound over in the sum 
of $300 by United States Commissioner C. 
C. Hurr, and being unable to give bond 
was brought to Springficli to await the 
action of the federal grandjury. Her 
innocent. manner and winning conversa- 
tion had a telling effect upon the United 
States Commissioner at Bloomington, with 
the result that she was placed under a 
very small bond, and the same influences 
succeeded in keeping her from bein locked 
up in jail after arriving here. 

It is impossible to ascertuin the full cx- 
tent of the young woman's unique oypera- 
tions, but it is known that persons in all 
parts of the United States iiave fallen vic- 
tims to. her schemes. There is no doubt that 
her methods have’ netted her a@ great 
amount of money. 

Miss Kaburick's pian has been to secure 
the names of eligible men trom matrimonial 
agencies, and then to enter isto correspen- 
dence with them. The usual exchange of 
phatographs generally (o'lowed, concluding 
with marriage contracts. 

At about this point Miss Kavurick's dur- 
ing schemes were put in. operation. She 
intimated to her victims that she was in 
need of money to purchase the necéspary 
wedding trousseau and outfit, und incident- 
ally suggested the advance of various aums 
ranging from $60 to $100. rom the mumber 
of complaints filed with the postal uuthori. 
ties it is evident that Milas Kaburick found 
@ ready response from a great number of 
her victims. 


Oue Man Gave 
the Alarm. 


Some weeks ago the postmaster at ’loom. 
ington began to receive “oImmunications 
from different parts of the country, inquir- 
ing about Miss Kabu-ick, her character, and 
wanting to know if she was ¢:ill at Bloom- 
ington. 

Finally one of the letters received trom a 
victim complained that he had been swin- 
died, and then the postinaster made a re- 
port on the matter to the department. A 
secret service officer was immediately placed 
on the case, ani has since spent 
in securing evidence. 

The warrant for Miss Kaburick's 
was Sworn out here before United Staies 
Commissioner T. W. S. Kidd by J. Otis 
Humphrey, the United States District tA- 
torney. Mr. Humphrey wwnt to Blooming- 
ton yesterday, accompanied by United 
States Deputy Marshal Wijiliams, who ar- 
rested the fair swindler soon after his 
arrival. 


The arrest proved a senaation in Blcom- 
ington where Miss Kaburicx has been fa- 
vorably known since her residence there 
Miss Kaburick formeriy resided at Carlin- 
ville, but has made her home in Blocming- 
ton for the past year. 

She was employed in the office of the 
Windsor Hote! previotis to the big tire at 
Bloomington in which the building was 
destroyed, and from there went to the 
Waites Hotel, where she remained during 
last July, August and part of September.

HAMILTON AS A WITNESS 


TELLS THE JURY OF HIS. LIFE 
AND LIQUOR HABIT. 


The Knife With Which the Stabbing 
Was Done, Counsel Maintains, 
Was the Property of the Man 
Who Was Killed. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 13.—It was 
the defense’s turn today in the trial of 
Frank H. Hamilton for the murder of Leon- 
ard R. Day. 

As on every preceding day of the trial, 
the courtroom was jammed with spectators. 
When the doors of the courtroom were 


thrown open the combined effort of 10 depu- 
ties barely served to prevent serious injury 
to women. 

By firm measures the officers stemmed 
this merbid tide, In the struggle the doors 
were about torn from their hinges. 

Only as many were admitted to the room 
as seats could be provided for. but even 
this precaution did not prevent Serious 
crowding inside the rail. Fifty lawyers 
were present. 

Numerous members of the Day family 
were represented. 

Hamiiton's chief counsel, Robert L. Pen- 
ny, outlined to the jury what he expected 
to prove. 

He opened with a sketch of Hamilton's 
life, who is 24 years old. At the age of 15, 
after the death of his father, his mother 
having died in his infancy, it was discov- 
ered that he had tuberculosis, and it was

SAYS PEOPLE DEMAND IT 


STATES DIFFERENCE BETWEEN 
PUBLIC AND PRIVATE COR- 
PORATIONS. 


Tax- Should Be Laid on the 
gible Property Possessed by Quasi- 
Public Corporations Which 
Have Speciai Privileges. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo, Feb. 13.—Gov. 
Dockery today transmitted to the General 
Assembly a message urging the immediate 
enactment of a franchise tax law. He 
dwells on ihe necessity of applying the 
franchise tax to public service corporations. 

He says the ‘difference between private 
corporations and those enjoying special 
privileges was recently decided by the Bu- 
preine Court. Hon. Thomas A. Sherwood, 
the senior justice of the Supreme Court,” 
gays the governor, ‘‘pronounced the unani- 
mous opigton of that court in the case of 
the Assoctated Press, and therein clearly 
points out the distinction between private 
corporations and those possessing peculiar 
and special privileges and exercising public 
functions, and shows that different rules 
can be properly applied to these different 
Classes of corporations, 

“If neither is taxed upon the right to be a 
corporation, but only upon the intangible 
property possessed by it, there cannot be 
any unjust discrimination. 

“it seems, thereiore, ciear to me that il 
@ tax based upon value is to be imposed 
it should be upon the franchises, the in- 
tangible property of quasi-public corpora- 
tions, from which the vaiue of the capital 
stock of such corporations in large measure 
arises.”’ 

The message opens with the specific dec 
laration that ‘‘we are pledged to the enact- 
ment of a just, fair and equitable Jaw, 
posing franchise taxation.

THE CRUSADER RETURNS TO 
KANSAS TO STAND TRIAL. 


Hundreds of Letters Received by the 
Visitor, Some Inclosing Small 
Amounts of Money. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 13.—Saloons of Chicago 
will not be visited further by Mrs. Carrie 
Nation of Kansas. Physical exhaustion’ 
and an almost complete loss of her voice, 
caused by her outdoor speaking the past 
few days, and her tour of the levee last 
night, confined Mrs. Nation to her rooms 
today until the hour set for her appearance 
at Willard Hall, shortly before noon, and 
compelled her to give up her plans for 
further personal visits to the saloons. 

“But, I am going to talk to the saloon- 
keepers and bartenders of Chicago tonight 
at Willard Hall,’’ said Mrs. Nation. “They 


promised me last night they would come 
to hear me, and I do hope they will not 


disappoint me.”’ 

Tonight’s meeting at Willard Hall will 
end Mrs. Nation's Brief lecturing tour. At 
10 p. m. ‘she will start for Topeka, Kan., 
where, tomorrow, she is to stand trial for 
saloon-wrecking. In order to reach Topeka 
in time for the trial, she will not stop at 
Kansas City, where she intended to lecture. 

‘‘And, 1 am sorry for that,” said she; ‘I 
believe 1 could do a great deal of good in 
that city. It needs a stirring up.” 

Mrs. Nation's program for the day, be- 
sides the early afternoon meeting at Wtl- 
lard Hall, included a call on Mayor Harri- 
son immediately after that meeting and 
also a brief heart-to-heart talk with Chief 
of Police Kipley. These visits over, it is 
Mrs. Nation's intention to return to her 
rooms at the Windsor and rest until even- 
ing. ‘“‘l want all my strength for that meet- 
ing,’’ said Mrs. Nation. ‘‘Those poor, be- 
nighted saloon keepers should be talked to, 
and it is my duty to plead with them.’”’ 

Hundreds of letters, some _ threatening, 
many commendatory, and not a few inclos- 
ing small amounts of money, are being re- 
ceived by Mrs. Nation.

RIGHTS OF STOCKHOLDERS 


Supreme Court Has Decided Horton 
Land & Lumber Co.’s Case for 
the Defendant. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 13.—An 
opinion of wide interest to those interested 
in corporations is that delivered by Judge 
Marshall in the Supreme Court in the case 
of Reisterer vs. Horton Land and Lumber 
Co. The question in that case was whether 
certain bonds and a deed of trust were 
void because sixty days’ public notice of 
the meeting of the stockholders at which 
their issue and execution was authorized 
was not given. This contention was based 
on section 8 of article 12 of the con- 
stitution, and section 2499, R. 8S. 1889. 

The constitutional and statutory provis- 
ions mentioned are held by the court to 
be for the benefit of the stockholdérs and 
not for that of the public and this being 
true the stockholders can waive that ben- 
efit, and if they do so, and all meet and 
unanimously, or by a legal majority, vote 
to increase the stock or bonded indebted- 
ness, their act is binding on them and 
neither of their creditors can be heard to 
deny the validity of their act. 

The court overrules the case of state ex 
rel. vs. Michael McGrath, decided while 
McGrath was secretary of state, in which 
a contrary view was announced, and where 
it was held that sixty days’ notice of stock- 
holders’ meetings was required by the 
constitution.

NAVAL STATIONS WANTED 


MONROE DOCTRINE MUST BE 
RECOGNIZED IN CONSTITUTION. 


Tariff Favors Are Refused as an Ob-. 


ject Lesson of What the Adminis- 
tration Can Do for Re- 
taliation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—-As a result of 


a conference between 
and Secretary Root supplemental instruc- 
tions were sent to Gen. Wood to 
attention of the Cuban constitutional con- 
vention to the importance and necessity of 
including the requirements of this govern- 
ment in the constitution. It is demanded 
that the Monroe doctrine shall be recog- 


nized: that Cuba shall not mortgage the is- 
land to any foreign power; that the United 
States be given the right to establish naval 
stations at Havana, Guantanamo, Nipe, 
Clenfuegos, and the right to maintain at 
least a part of the present military force 
in the Island, and that the United States 
shall assist Cuba in maintaining a stable 
government. 

On account of the situation in Cuba there 
has been renewed talk of the probability of 
an extra session of Congress. The Presi- 
dent has reiterated his desire to have Con- 
gress take action in relation to Cuba at the 
earliest possible moment, and advices re- 
ceived from Gen. Wood within the last two 
Gays are said to be of such a character as 
to make an extra session practically im- 
perative. 

The Cuban planters now in Washington 
trying to have the duty taken off tobacco 
imported from Cuba into the United States 
and to obtain other modifications of the 
tariff in favor of Cuban products, have 
been advised to go home and tell their peo- 
ple it is impossible to grant them any such 
favors, because until a Cuban government 
has been organized a reciprocity treaty can- 
not be negotiated, while Cuba has nothing 
to give in return for concessions, and there 
does not seem to be a disposition on the 
part of anyone in Cuba to grant any con- 
cessions to the United States.

Senator Morgan, chairman of the commit- 
tee on interoceanic canals, agrees that it 
is necessary for the Tnited States to retain 
coaling and naval stations in Cuba. In- 
formation recently sent to his committee 
by Capt. Sigsbee. chief intelligence officer, 
shows that there are in the West Indles 
18 ports under control of Great Britain, four 
under France, one under the Netherlands, 
two under the Dutch and two under Den- 
mark. Of the British ports, the most im- 
ortant are on the islands of Bermuda and 
amaica. To offset these stations on the 
southern side of Cuba are essential. 
Senator Morgan says the strength of the 
British outposts show the wisdom of the 
navy department in selecting naval stations 
fin Cuba, and emphasizes the necessity of 
this country retaining possession of them.

It is agreed unanimously by ail who have given the subject 
thought that St. Louis must be provided with means to pre- 
pare for the World’s Fair. The city must be put in proper 
condition to receive visitors. 

New streets and alleys must be made and all streets and 
alleys must be kept clean. 

Adequate sewers must be constructed. 

The water must be filtered. 

The smoke nuisance must be abated. 

All of this work must be done within two or three years. 
But St. Louis is without money to pay for improvements and 
lacks the power to raise the money. The treasury is exhausted 
and cannot provide for current expenses. The limit of taxa- 
tion has been reached. The limit of debt has been reached. 

It is agreed that St. Louis must have good government lor 
the World’s Fair period as a necessary condition to the bet- 
terment of the city. But no matter how good the o:hcers 
elected in the spring, they will be bound hand and foot unless 
means for public improvements are provided, No matter how 
pressing the need for municipak improvements, the city will 
be helpless without money. 

Realizing the necessity for money, the Public Weliare Com- 
mission was organized to suggest ways and means. Tt was 
composed of representatives of all the. orgavizatiqgs..o, tae 
city. It was agreed by the meinbers of the commission that 
the best, spéediest, most satisfactory method. of securing 
means is through a constitutional convention. This opinion 
was embodied in a resolution, which is indorsed by every man 
who hag intelligently considered the situation. : 

St. Louis, although having the greatest inicresi in a con- 
stitutional convention, is not alone in recognizing the need of 
one and in asking that it be held. Kansas City wants a new 
constitution to meet her growing needs. It :s admitted by 
the leading men of the State that Missouri. has outgrown her 
constitution and requires a new instrument. In the autumn 
elections seven constitutional amendments were sibmitted to 
the people and carried. Several new and important amend- 
ments are now pending in the Legislature. 

Gut with this gereral recognition of the necessity of a new 
constitution, what is being done to secure a -constitutional 
convention? What has St. Louis, with the greatest stake in 
a new constitution, done to secure action from the Legizla- 
ture? Nothing has been done. St. Louis is doing nothing. 

St. Lowis must wake up and get to work. More than halt of 
the Legislative scssion has passed. Less than thirty days re- 
main. If a constitutional convention is to be held the Legis- 
lature must be induced to act promptly. <A joint resolution 
must be introduced and passed. 

St. Louis must take the initiative and the proper body 
to act is the Public Welfare Commission. It was organized 
to provide for St. Louis’ needs. Its duties did not cease with 
a report of measifres. It must give the measures’ practical 
effect. 

Immediate steps should be taken by the Executive commit- 
tee of the Public Welfare Commission to secure a constitu- 
tional convention. It should organize an effective movement 
for that purpose. It should ask for a hearing before the Legis- 
lature and have representatives of St. Louts, representatives 
of Kansas City and representatives of the State at large urge 
the Legislature to act. The strongest men should be selected 
The Legislature shofld be convinced of

America Must Be Active to 
Hold Her Advantage. 


YEAR’S INCREASE $202,480,000 


CHEAPNESS OF OUR PRODUCTS 
GIVES THEM PRE-EMINENCE. 


Consuls Report That in All Europeon 
Countries Great Advances Are Be- 
ing Made in Manufacturing 
and in Commerce. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—The general sur- 
vey of foreign trade introductory to the 
volume of “Commercial Relations with. the 
United states,’’ which formed the subject 
of special letters from the President and the 
secretary of state to Congress, has just 
been published by Frederick kmory, the 
head of the bureau of foreign commerce 
and compiler of this matter, in the shape of 
a special number of the “Advance shests of 
consular reports.” As the title indicates, 
the survey is a compact presentation of 
the most important and instructive features 
of the enormous mass of trade information 
which has been collected by the United 
States consuls throughout the worid during 
the past year. The publication Says that 
along with a natural note of satisfaction in 
the annual reports of our consulur officers 
for last year there is a strong hint of a 


most strenuous competition and opposition 
to American trade advancement: abroad 
which may finally counter balances our su- 
perior advantages to a considerable extent 
und check our progress in the world’s mar- 
Kets, unless we equip ourselves meantime 
for the ultimate phases of the struggle. 
Our foreign trade today as compared 
with that of recent years shows a gain, 
remarkable because it has been achieved 


that the Sppenrance of the United States 
as perhaps he most formidable of all com- 
—— in the fight for trade supremacy 

S aS astonishing to ourselves as to our 
foreign opponents. 

The question for the future, says the 
publication, is whether we can hold the 
position we seem about to gain, by means 
of our economy of production, greater ia- 
bor efficiency and cheap raw materials, or 
whether we shall have to arm ourselves 
with weapons especially fashioned for con- 
trolling foreign trade, such as more scien- 
tific export methods, better facilities of 
banking and transportation, more liberal 
credits and manufacturing for particuiar 
makets with intelligent regard to climatic 
and race requirements. 


Vast Increase 
cf Commerce. 

According to United States treasury re- 
turns the imports of this country for last 
year in round numbers amounted to $830,- 
000,000 and the exports to $1,478,000,000, an in- 


crease of over $30,000,000 in the import trade, 
as compared with the preceding year, anc 
Of $202,480,000 In exports. Of the exports, the 
percentage of manufactured goods rose to 
a very considerable extent, and our indus- 
trial growth continued last year at a rapid 
pace, enabling us to take less finished goods 
from other countries and to furnish more. 
The relative cheapness of American prod- 
ucts has given them pre-eminence, it is 
shown, and the remarkable growth of the 
foreign demand for our iron and steel is 
cited as a striking instance of what under- 
cutting in prices will do. 

The importance of building up a mer- 
chant marine to further our trade with 
foreign nations is touched upon at some 
length, and the benefits of direct steamship 
transportation emphasized, the good effects 
of the latter being stated to be particularly 
apparent in the cases of Peru and Turkey, 
in each of which the’ establishment of 
better steamship transportation facilities 
immediately led to a marked increase in 
trade. To a lack in this respect is attrib- 
uted the slow growth of our trade with 
South America. 

The entrance of the South into the trade 
of the Orient is spoken of as a novel feat- 
ure of our expansion. In the production 
and exportation of cotton the Southern 
states have made gigantic strides of late. 
The acquisition of the Hawaiian and Phil- 
ippine Islands, it is declared, has con- 
verted our Pacific slope from a mere out- 
post of trade into a hive of commerce, 
while Cuba and Porto Rico offer the south- 
ern states convenient stepping stones to 
Latin-American trade. 


Africa Becomes 

Profitable Field. 

Taking the great geographical] divisions 
in alphabetical order, it is stated that 
Africa is rapidly becoming a promising 
field for American enterprise, wherever ar- 
tificial restrictions are not imposed. In 
the West there is an increasing demand 
for American goods. In East Africa it is 
noticeable that in Madagascar, where 
France imposes a tariff discriminating in 
favor of her own-products, our cotton goods 
trade, once considerable, has been prac- 
tically destroyed, whereas in Zanzibar 
and Somali country and Abyssinia, where 
such restrictions do not exist, it continues 
to grow. The war in South Africa has de- 
ranged the trade, but a great increase in 
American trade is looked for when peace 
shall have been restored. 

On our continent we still control more 
than one-half of Canada’s trade; with Mex- 
ico our trade relations are most satisfac- 
tory, and our goods appear to be making 
steady progress in Central America, In 
this connection attention is called to the 
increasing investment of German capital 
in Costa Rica, Guatemala and Nicaragua, 
which is estimated at $67,000,000. 

In the West Indies, and especially the 
British possessions, our trade tis constantly 
growing, and these islands draw the bulk 
of imported food supplies. from us, as well 
as an increasing proportion of manufac- 

ed goods. 
a> ‘Guba and Porto Rico sufficient time 
has not yet elapsed, it is stated, for recu- 
eration from the war, and the readjust- 
ment of industrial and commercial condl- 
but in both islands trade is begin- 
ning to revive with the promise of en ual 
development on the lines of closer ntima- 
\ey with the United States. 
' "In South America the trade has devel- 
| oped slowly, except in Argentine and Pe- 
ru, where it has increased rapidly of late. 


The Outlook 
in China. 


As a matter of keen Interest to the whole 
commercial world the progress of events 
in China and its bearing upon trade ts d.s- 
cussed at length. The United States is 
shown to have suffered as seriously, if not 
more so, than any other nation, from the 
fact that the bulk of our exports had been 
disposed of in North China—the scene of 
most active disturbance. A decided in- 
crease of our exportation to Asiatic Rus- 
sia has taken place and the winter of 1899- 
199 witnessed an enormous import of Amer- 
ican products into the Amur province. Ja- 
pan is an important gateway for our Chi- 
nese trade. ur trade with that country 
itself is steadily wing. The fears of 
Japanese competition which a few woors 
ago caused some concern in the nited 
States have not been borne out, and it is 
stated that Japan may be able to compete 
with us at some ints in the future, but 
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with but little effort, for it is set forth}

Of the European countries, in Great Bri-| 
tain our consular officers report the steady | 
progress of American goods in popular ia- 
vor. The extensive introduction of -Ameri- 
can machinery and tools into England and 
upon the Continent is cited to show that im- 
proved machinery, once regarded as the foe 
of labor, has proved itself the most trench- 
ant weapon of American workingmen in 
the competition for foreign trade. 


Review of the 
Conditions in Europe. 

Taking up the continental countries In 
alphabetical order, it is stated that in Aus- 
tria-Hungary conditions are improving and 
the empire is recovering from a great de- 
pression in trade that prevailed early in 
1900, caused largely by the big coal strikes. 
From Belgium our consuls report the de- 
pression is beginning to be felt, and Amer- 
ican exports to that country generally have 
not increased. In France, American goods 
are very popular. Consul Skinner at Mar- 


seilles notes improvements in French fac- 
tories and a tendency on the part of the 


large corporations to absorb smaller ones. 


In German industries, Consul-General Ma- 
son at Berlin notes.a general stringency 
caused by the over-financing of foreign en- 
terprises. Germany, after Great Britain, is 
our best customer abroad, and has the ad- 
vantage of us, according to the consul-gen- 
eral, in higher technical education, cheaper 
and more tractable labor and an efficient 
merchant marine. In the Netheriands 
American tools, office furniture, bicycles 
and typewriters continue to meet with fa- 
vor. 

Russia is stated to be making rapid prog- 
ress in the development of her natural re- 
sources, and seems especially inclined to 
take American goods and welcome Amer- 
ican capital and enterprise. Her finances 
are in the best condition, and her progress 
in building railroads, harbors and other 
public works is especially notable. 

As to Spain it would appear that the loss 
of her colonial ossessions had been 
economically beneficial, instead of injurious, 
as the transfer of capital and industry from 
colonial to home enterprises has prought 
a healthful development of her resources, 
especially as to mineral wealth and the pro- 
duction of beet sugar. 

In Sweden and Norway, and Switzerland, 
there is growth in the importation of Amer- 
ican manufactures, and the prospect of 
steady development. There has been a grat- 
ifying increase in the amount and variety 
of American goods at Turkish ports, owing 
to the establishment of a direct line of 
steamships from New York, and Turkey 
promises to be a fertile fleld for American 
goods. 

On the whole, it would appear that no 
where does the United States appear to dis- 
advantage in foreign trade. The bureau's 
statement closes with warm commendation 
of the zeal of our consular officers abroad 
in preparing and transmitting their reports.

Little's relatives 
allege that he Is feeble-minded and that 
“through fraud has been induced to trans- 
fer property to the value of $70,000 to Su- 
san E. Bryan.”’ 

Little is a little old man with a thin face 


and full beard. He dresses so shabbily that 
he might- be mistaken for a tramp. 

Miss Bryan is well educated and a 
charming conversationalist. She owns dia- 
monds, rugs, paintings and a costly piano. 

The criminal charges against Allen and 
Miss Bryan will be tried next week. ed 
Mr. Little will testify in their behalf.

SALOON MAN NEARLY KILLED 


ONE OF THE WOMEN REFORMERS 
ENOCKED INSENSIBLE. 


When the Fray Was Hottest the Wom- 
eu.

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., Feb. 13.—An 
anti-saloon riot at Jacksonville, near here, 
raged all night.

Grimes rushed into the saloon and choked 


Mrs. Snyder almost into insensibility. Her 
friends were quickly to the rescue, how- 
ever. and with clubs and with the bricks 
that were left beat him almost to death. 

A large crowd soon gathered upon the 
scene and a (free-for-all fight ensued. 
Grimes was knocked down and kicked in- 
sensible by the husband of Mrs. Snyder. 
Mrs. Stephen Garret was struck in the face 
by a beer bottle and her head smashed. 
Meantime the women took to their heels 
and left the ‘ight. to the men. 

The condition of Grimes is serious and 
he may not recover. Mrs. Snyder is also 
in a critical condition. The three saloons 
have closed and will not attempt to open 
till law and order are restored.

TAFT FOR GOVERNOR 


HE WILL BECOME CIVIL EXEC- 
UTIVE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


SUBORDINATED 


— 


President Expects That the Change 
Will Bring About a Wave of Loyal- 
ty Among the Natives. 


MACARTHUR 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—It is announced 
that the President will appoint Judge Wile 
iam H. Taft to be civil governor of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. ' This appointment will be 
made as soon as the army appropriation 
bill becomes a law. Gen. MacArthur wil 
then be subordinated to Judge Taft, becom- 
ing commander-in-chief of the military 


forces. 

The military rule in the Philippines vill 
be supplanted by civilian administration 
as completely as it is now established in 
Porto Rico and as quickly as transfers of 
office can be made to men already chosen 
and for the most part on the ground pre- 
pared to assume responsibility. 

The exercise of the President's high _— 
er through a civilian rather than a military 
representative is expected to create a who.e- 
some impression on all classes of natives. 

The President has for some time contem- 
plated subordinating the military to the 
civil jurisdiction in the islands by promot- 
ing Judge Taft, and there are reasons for 
believing. that the action would have been 
taken before this time had it not been for 
the fear that the charge would injuriously 
affect MacArthur's nomination to be a 
major-general before the Senate. Now that 
the nomination has been confirmed, how- 
ever, the President has decided to wait a 
week or two ‘onger until under the Spooner 
paragraph he can delegate to Judge Taft 
the full measure of authority, which will 
be most conducive to the rapid improve- 
ment of conditions in the Philippines. 

Judge Taft is at present head of the 
Philippine commission, oe, been ap- 

ointed to that place by the resident on 
feb. 6, 1900. He is a son of the late At- 
torney-General Alphonso Taft, was born 
in Cincinnati on Sept. 15, 1867.
